OTHER CRAFTS APPROVE. 


Boys, Where Contractors 


aay the Cost, Already

Union carpenters will ask the board of edu- 
cation to establish a technical course in some 
of the city schools for a part of the year, 
where apprentices to this trade may fit them- 
selves for their future work. 

When the petition is made it probably will 
have the support of the building contractors, 
who see In the proposition a rational method 
to maintain peace between capital and labor. 
They_recognizg that unionism has come to 
stay, and they will meet conditions by assist- 
ing in educating broad minded and reason- 
able future members and leaders gf the union. 

As the board of education already has gone 
on record in favor of such a departure in 
school work, {t is considered probable it will 
grant the request when the carpenters decide 
on what shall constitute the special course. 


Other Unions Favor Plan. 


Other unions are considering similar action 
in behalf of their trades, and in this con- 
nection it has been suggested that the school 
year be divided, in the buildings set apart 
for the technical courses, to accommodate 
pupils from the different trades, as follows: 

January, February, and March—Apprentices to 
the masons, bricklayers, carpenters, and other 
building trades, 

April, May, and June—Apprentices to the plumb- 
ers and steamfitters. 


Similar School in Operation. , 

This scheme of education, where sons of 
union workmen are trained at the expense of 
the contractors who employ the fathers, 
already is in operation at the Dore school, 
Harrison and Halsted streets, so far as it 
affects one union. 

Here the pupils are 123 apprentices in the 
bricklayers’ and stonemasons’ trades. Nine 
months of the year these boys work at lay- 
ing brick and setting stone, and three 
months they devote to their books, their

“Tt is a difficult, problem to create a navy 
after an emergemucy has arisen," said Mr. 
Cannon, “and, im fact, it is absolutely im- 
possible to do so In time for effective service. 
It requires years to build a modern battle- 
ship, and the men who handle this fighting 
monster must have long training to enable 
them to do efficient work. This and other 
conditions, therefore, make it ftmperative 
that a great government must constantly 
add to its navy. By doing so the govern- 
ment is protected from menace, peace is in- 
sured to a lange extent, and we are prepared 
for emergencies. 
“The prodlem of equipping a navy is quite 
different fpom that of providing an army. 
It has beem demonstrated more than once 
that the Umited States can call a magnificent 
army into the field and have it equipped for 
sérious and efficient work within a compara- 
tively short time. With a large navy this 
government could greatly reduce the size 
of the army, merely preserving a skeleton 


organization, which could be brought up to 


the necessary strength when the occasion 
arises. We have so many young men in the 
country who are anxious and willing to sup- 
port the government in any crisis or emer- 
gency. 

* With these conditions so well known, we 
are perfectly safe in maintaining a small 
army, and we have approximately but 60,000 


> men in the service. A similar policy pursued 


with respect to the navy would be dangerous, 
and, owing to the difficult problem involved 
in providing a navy and putting it on a 
fighting basis, I am in harmony with the 
policy of increasing our sea fighting force 
as rapidly as the es of the government 
require.” 


We will increase navy as the 
of the country require,”’ said Representative 
Butler, a member of the naval affairs com- 
mittee. ‘‘ Many persons favor a large in- 
crease within a short time; but I do not be- 
lieve this is the proper way to build up a 
navy.

end of his third year he may graduate if he 
can satisfy his superiors that the fourth 
year is unnecessary to his development, 

Special Course Provided. 

Besides the regular branches taught in the 
public school the education of the appren- 
tice includes the technical, subjects allied to 
his trade. The boys study the common 
branches in the morning, butin the afternoon 
they devote their time to engineering, prin- 
ciples of construction, architecture, element-

Service Unable to Draw Cash from 


' ‘The Stationary Firemen's union will use 
$12,000 in its treasury to save members who 
, are employed by the city and county from 
the clutches of loan sharks. Since these 
two local governments ceased paying wages 
in cash and began substituting vouchers the 
firemen have been suffering severely and 
the union decided last night to help them out. 
, Every voucher paid to the 242 members 
employed in the engine rooms of the city 
and county will be taken up at its face 
value by the union treasurer and collections 
will be made by him when city and county 
are prepared to pay. No interest will be 
charged the men, who now say they 
lose between 15 and 30 per cent of their pay 
to the money lenders who discount their 
vouchers. 


Little Cash Since Thanksgiving. 


Most of the county employés have re- 
ceived no cash payments since thanksgiving 
time, and do not expect any more untilafter 
the coming election. City employés who 
have been fortunate enough to draw any 
cash have found 75 per cent of their wages 
in money and a voucher placed in the en- 
velope for the remaining 25 per cent. All 
have been warned informally that payments 
will probably cease until the mayoralty cam- 
paign is over and new apprepriations have 
been made. 

The firemen have grown restive under the 
voucher system. The county men have com- 
plained often,and bitterly. The vouchers 
given can all be cashed at a discount in a 
building in Washington street, and most of 

‘the county men have gone there. 


Death of Member Discloses Facts.

FROM POLITICS 


Federation Holds. Its. First 
Session Under Control of — 
Reform Element. 


LAST RESORT. 


STRIKES AS 


President Schardt Outlines Pol- 
icy and Maps Out Ag- 
gressive Campaign. | 


The reform element took control of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor yesterday, and 
promptly divorced it from politics and polit- 
ical intrigue. For the first time in five years 
the organization, which represents 150,000 
trade unionists, became a labor meeting to. 
diseuss only the needs of the workingmen 
and the public policies which directly affect 
th 


em. 
“This federation must and shall be non- 
in politics,’’ said President W. G. 
Schardt, as he read his first message, *‘ and 
no men or set of men will be permitted to 
involve us in that dangerous element. Those 
who connive to use us for the advancement 
of any man, faction, or party are our most 
a, enemiés, and ought to be treated as 
such,” 
Under the new policy the federation is to 
attempt to accomplish reforms in the justice 
of the peace system and to have the judiciary 


with in the address of President Schardt. 


Deplores Strikes; Outlines Issues. 

“Strikes should be the last resort,” he 
said. ‘*‘ Every method of eonciliation and 
arbitration should be exhausted before the 
serious step of calling a strike is taken. Con- 
tracts between labor organizations and em- 
ployers ought to be considered sacred. Any 
violation weakens us in public estimation, 
and the result is disastrous to the whole 
movement in the end.” 

President Schardt outlined the work before 
the federation, as follows: . 

Abolishment of convict and child labor. 

Shortening the hours ‘of labor and increase of 
compensation for free labor. 

Reform of the justice of the peace system and the 
freedom of the judiciary from political influence. 

Abolishment of the fee system in public offices. 

Institution of the initiative and referendum. 
of insanitary dwellings and sweat 

Ops. 

Reform of the contract system in public work. 


Echo of Long Fight. 

When this outline had been announced the 
federation settled down to its first work un- 
der the new officers. The first problem be- 
fore it was an echo of the long fight between 
the Special Order Clothing Makers and the 
United Garment Workers. Despite the amal- 
gamation of the two the federation refused 
to seat 115 delegates of the garment workers 
who applied for admission. They were ob- 
jected to by Business Agent McKeever of the 
Journeymen Tailors, and will have to appear 
before a committee before being admitted. 


President Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor had telegraphed an order that 
the local central body should grant the gar- 
ment workers seats. This probably will be 
done at the next meeting, when the amalga- 
mation of the two unions is announced for- 
mally. 

The employés of the South Side “ L”’ and 
the Chicago City railway introduced their 
troubles and asked that the federation aid 
them. The elevated road men asked that the 
federation pass a resolution demanding that 
the company pay its employés living wages, 
and this was done with a cheer. The City 
railway employés asked sanction in forming 
an arbitration board to take up the discharge 
of Thomas Daley, a cable splicer, and de- 
cide whether he should be réinstated The | 
board will be formed on Wednesday. 

Factory Inspector Davies asked {hat the 
federation report to him all violations of the 
state factory laws so that hecan investigate. 

The trouble between President Albert 
‘Young of the teamsters and Business Agent 
M.\ B. Madden of the Junior Steamfitters 
again bobbed up. Madden\appeared before 
the federation and asked that a committee 
be appointed to investigate the charges 
against him. President Schardt told Madden 
to file a written request, and this will be 
done at the next meeting. 


Nine Hour Day in Pullman. . 


There was much rejoicing among the dele- 
gates because of the action of the Pullman 
Car company, which has granted all its men 
a nine hour day, with pay for ten hours’ 
work.

MAN ACCUSED OF FORGERY 
FOUND AFTER THREE YEARS. 


Adolph Kuhn, Indicted in Chicago in 
1900, Is Ceught in New York—Will 
Be Brought Back. 


_ After eluding the police of many cities for 
nearly three years, wandering from Alaska 
to Mexico, and from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, Adolph Kuhn, a Chicago fugitive, has 
been caught.im New York City. He was 
remanded to jail there yesterday to await 
identification, and Detective Conick of Chief 
O’Neiil’s office will start east today to bring 
him back to Chicago. 

Kuhn did a real estate and mortgage loan 
business in Chicago, having offices in La 
Salle street. He disappeared tn June, 1900, a 
short time before the grand jury returned an 
indictment against him on a charge of ob- 
taining $5,000 from George A. Williams by 
means of a fraudulent mortgage. Frank 
Ketler, an aged resident of the south side, is 
said to have lost $14,000 as the result of buy-

O’Neill Takes Up the Case. 


At the time several detectives were de- 
tailed on the case, but no clew to Kuhn's 
whereabouts was found. Six months ago 
Ketler, who resides at 5737 Dearborn street, 
went to Chief O'Neill and asked that another 
effort be made to locate Kuhn. Ketler, who 
was once well to do, said he had lost the 
last of his money in the mortgage venture 
and wanted the man punished. According 
to his story he bought two mortgages from 
Kuhn, aggregating $14.000. Some time later 
he said he attempted to dispose of one of 
the mortgages and then was told it was 
worthless. 7 

After he had heard the story Chief O’ Neill 
said he would investigate the case, and de- 
tailed Detective Sergeant Conick to take up 
the hunt for the man. After a week’s work 
Conick found that Mrs. Kuhn had gone to 
Denver, and he followed her there.

No answer has been given the men, nor 
would Secretary Sinclair of the company Say 
last night what would be done this morning.

That a strike would be the result of the 
trouble was generally believed in South 
Chicago last night, though. officers of the 
gompany profess to think that will 
be no trouble. Secretary Sinclair declared 
that a numbér of the tronworkers are not 
members of the union, and would not be 
involved if a strike was called. 

It was declared by others that [f the men 
should strike it would tie up the entire plant 
and throw 2,500 men out of work. It is this 
feature of the affair that is causing the police 
anxiety, as many of the employés are for- 
eigners, and would be hard to handle.

LOSE LICENSE. 


Such Will Be the Law That 
_ the Legislature Will Be 
Asked to Enact. 


LEGAL REMEDY IS SIMPLE 


Members of Pharmaceutical As- 
‘sociation Prepare to Take 
| Prompt Action. 


Two or three words, injected into the state 
statutes, are to be urged as a cure for the 
thousands of persons in Chicago who are 
victims of the cocaine habit. — 

Acting on the recommendation of the gran 
jury, the Illinois Pharmaceutical association 
has called a meeting of its legislative com- 
mittee and the general assembly will be ap- 
pealed to immediately to amend the law in 
a way that will end the business career of 
any Gruggist who sells cocaine to a known 
victim of the drug. 

Already there ts a provision whereby 
druggist who sells intexicants to a known 
inebriate. does so at the risk of forfeiting his 
licenge, and {ft Is proposed that this law be 
@mended to read “ intoxicants, cocaine, or 
morphine,” or words to that effect. The 
state board of pharmacy, in such event, 
would have control of the matter and prompt 
prosecutions would be possible. 

At present the druggist is not allowed to 
sell cocaine except on the prescription of a 
physician, but the flagrant violations of this 
law, as revealed by the recent disclosures, 
have emphasized the necessity of a more 
stringent measure, 


Law Would Be Binding. 


_™ There will be no escaping the provisions 
of the proposed amendment,’’ said one drug- 
gist last evening. “If the law should be 
made to read ‘known victim of the cocaine 
habit’ the word ‘known’ would cover the 
ground fully. No druggist could fail to recog- 
nize a cocaine victim. There are a hundred 
ways in which one can be recognized.”’ 

It is expected that little opposition to the 
amendment will develop, as practically all 
of the reputable druggists are in favor of It, 
and with the support it will have the legis- 
lature is expected to take action at once. 

“TI am in favor of such an amendment as 
is proposed,” said Henry Schwalinell o 
Champaign, president of the pharmaceutical 
board. “It is a proposition that is aimed 
in the right direction.” 

“The proposed amendment is approved 


state,” said Wilhelm Bodemann, treasurer 
of the state board of pharmacy. “I do not 
-Aknow of one who will oppose such anfgenact- 
ment. It will be taken ugthrough the regu- 


legislature, and I have no doubt but that 
it will, it will place the enforcement of the 
Jaw in the hands of the board of pharmacy, 
and that will result in. prompter action than 
can be reasonably expected under the pres- 
ent law.” 

May Restrict Physicians. 

In some quarters there is a disposition to 
go even further than is proposed by the 
pharmaceutical association. Many un- 
scrupulous physicians, it is said, are issuing 
prescriptions to victims of the drug habit 
and these prescriptions permit them to buy 
cocaine even from reputable druggists. 

In this connection it is suggested that a 
law be passed that a physician who pre- 
scribes cocaine for other than. legitimate 
uses be prohibited from practicing in the 
state 

The whole evil never will be corrected, 
it is held, until the physicians as well as 
the druggists are put under restrictions so 
stringent that they will not dare to break 
the laws. 


FOG CAUSES A SHOOTING 
AND DELAYS ALL TRAFFIC. 


Men Turning Corner of Fulton and Hal- 
sted Streets in the Haze Collide—One 
Probably Fatally Wounfled. 


The dense fog which settled down over 
Chicago last night was the cause of the prob- 
ably fatal shooting of oneman, the wounding 
of another, and a number of accidents in 
different parts of: the city. 

A collision of pedestrians, which the vic- 
tims say was due to the fog, led to the shoot- 
ing. Patrick Walsh, 145 North Green street, 
was severely wounded, and his companion, 
Patrick Nolan, slightly wounded, by two 
Italians. The shooting occurred at Fulton 
and North Halsted streets, at 8:30 o'clock. 
The assailants escaped in the mist without 
pursuit. Waish was shot in the right temple, 
and was taken to a physician’s office and* 
later to his home. The skull is fractured. 
Nolan received a slight wound in the back. 

Nolan says that when he and Walsh were 
turning a corner they collided with two ‘men 
whom they had not seen.

The fog seriously impeded all traffic. Even 
in the downtown district, where the electric 
lights usually overcome ordinary fogs, the 
atmosphere was so misty that motormen and 
cab drivers experienced difficulty in avoiding 
accidents. Farther out extraordinary cau- 
tion was necessary to avoid collisions. Street

Stories of Turkish Outrage.

Increase in- Rates Is 50 Per Cent for Ma- 
of Imports—4bOO Per Cent 
| in Some Cases... 


ST. PETERSBURG. Feb. 1.—The Novoe 
Vremya publishes an article today in which 
it analyzes the new Russian customs tariff 
which was promulgated on Jan. 28. The 
paper says the increase in rates over the 
existing tariff is 5Q per cent for the great 
majority of imports and over 100 per cent for 
many important groups, among the latter 
being delicatessen and various manufactures 
of wood, leather, and metals. 

All of Germany’s leading exports to, Rus- 
sia will be taxed under the new tariff 50 to 
150 per cent over the treaty rates. In con- 
clusion, the Novoe Vremya observes that 
Russia is now sufficiently equipped for a 
discussion with Germany. The new rates if 
‘applied would seriously cripple mutual com- 
merce, but the paper hopes that mutual con- 
‘cessions will obviate a tariff struggle.

MORE POWER TO HEAT CARS. 


City Reilway Company Promises a 
Warmer and a Faster Serv- 
ice Soon. 


Warmer cars and faster ones are promised 
by the Chicago City Railway company with- 
in a few days. The new power house at Dear- 
born and Twenty-second streets is almost 
completed, and the power developed at this 
plant is expected to relieve the situation 
greatly.

Springfield, Feb. L—[Special.]—Cook 
county will get one and possibly two judges 
of the Supreme court of Illinois In case'the 
state is redistricted into Supreme court dis- 


‘tricts; as now proposed. The constitution 


of 1870 declares that Lake, Cook, Will, Kan- 
kakee, and Du Page shall constitute the Sey- 
enth district. It declares, too, that when 
alterations are made in the districts the same 
shall be upon the rule of equality of popula- 
tion, as nearly as county boundaries allow. 
This ought to give Cook alone two Supreme 
court judges. The proposition now is to 
make a republican district. by lopping off 
Pike, Morgan, Casé, and some other demo- 
cratic counties and adding Knox ee 2 — 
more counties like that. _ | 


Lawyers at Loggerheads. 

The lawyers are at loggerheads over the 
point as to whether or not it is constitution- 
al, and the Supreme court will be called on 
to settle this question. 

The constitution of 1848 provided for the 
election of three judges, and vacated the 
office of one of said judges within three 
years from the date of the first election, an- 
other within six years, and another in nine 
years. The full term of office is nine years. 
The three judges decided by lot the length 


of their respective terms. “ 


_ The constitution of 1870 provided that the 
Supreme court shall consist of seven judges. 
This required the creation of four additional 
Supreme judicial districts and coupeqnentiy 
four additional judges. 

‘The three judges elected under the consti- 


tution of 1848 were recognized and continued, 


in the constitution of 1870. Their terms, of 
course, expired at different times, because 
of the casting of lots in the foregoing man- 
ner. The four new Supréme judges provided 
in 1870 were allotted to the districts Second, 
Third, Sixth, and Seventh. In these latter 
hamed districts one judge was elected ih 
each district at the time of voting on the 
adoption of the constitution of 1870, each of 
whom holds his office for the term of nine 
years in like manner as the old judges hold- 
ing over under the previous constitution. 
The judges elected in these four disrticts 
are elected at the same time. The ras 
—_ expire at different intervals. 


| Judge Carter Not Affected. 


Judge Joseph N. Carter of Quincy is elected 
from the Fourth district, and it.is a district 


in which the judge was elected and held over | 


under the old constitution, and, consequent- 
ly, does not run out at the time of the four 
new districts created in 1870. 

The constitution says that the boundaries 


] of the districts can be changed by the legis- 


lature at a session next preceding the elec- 
tidn of the judges, and at no other time, but, 
inasmuch as these judges are not elected all 
at one and the same time, the time specified 
by the constitution never arrives. | 

A literal construction according to the lan- 
guage would make {ft impossible ever to 
change the district. 

‘A liberal construction of the constitution 
intended the legislature might change the 
districts from time to time, as the exigencies 
of the situation would warrant. The consti- 
tution says that, where’such alterations are 
made, the same shall be upon equality of 


population, as nearly as county boundaries 


will allow, and the districts shall be com- 
posed of contiguous counties in as —_— 
compact form as possible. | 


Lively Contest in Sight, 

Martin W. Schaefer of Belleville will with- 
in a few days tender his resignation as judge 
of the Circuit court to go into law busi- 
ness and does not seek renomination.

He has been judge of 
the city court there and will be urged by 
his friends. Neither McConaghy nor Rebhan 
can be elected to. fill the full term, and for 
the unexpired term Gov. Yates wishes to 
appoint one or the other of them. The va- 
cancy for the unexpired term is but a few 
months, and it by no means entails to the 
man appointed to the vacancy by Gov. Yates 
the nomination in the regular 
tion for another term. |

MRS. WOOLLEY TELLS WOMEN 


TO PRACTICE SELF-STUDY. 


Addresses “Open Door” Meeting on the 
Value of Understanding One’s Own 
Strength and Frailties. 


The wisdom of understanding one’s own 


] strength and frailties was the theme of a 


lecture by Mrs. Celia P. Woolley before 
the “‘Open Door” meeting in the rooms of 
the Chicago Woman’s club yesterday. ‘‘ Tye 
Wise and Foolish Virgins ’’ was her subject. 

‘“* The most desirable thing in the world,” 
said Mrs. Woolley, “is self-knowledge, and 
it is this that we dodge so much. The keen- 
ness of vision that enables us to see clearly 
the mote in our neighbor’s eye is defective 
when we sum up ourselves. 

‘““We are doing what the foolish virgins 
did over and over again—neglecting to fill 
our lamps with gil that we may be ready for 
the feast. We are asking life to bestow 
upon us certain things, for the ejoyment of 
which we have not prepared ourselves by our 
conduct. We are asking the lord of the 
feast to be generous and to spare us a little 
oil. 

‘*‘In our behavior under criticism we are 
likely to display resentment and a feeling 
of injury. The heathen part of us is shown 
in the way that we throw off consequences. 
We are not prepared to take our punishment. 
One type of us—the wise virgins—fulfill their 
obligations and reap their reward; the other 
type seeks reward that Hes outside of na- 
ture and possibility. 

‘“‘Many of us acquire that which is better 
than money, but are not content with talent, 
and moral tfaits. On the other 
hand, take the young man who is determined 
to have money at any cost. He obtains it, 
but not until he is middle aged. When he 
begins to plan for the enjoyment of his for- 
tune he finds that his capacity for enjoy- 
ment has left him. He has come to the 
feast without ofl. Darwin so engrossed him- 
self with scientific pursuits that he could no 
longer take pleasure in music, which had 
formerly been a saurce of great pleasure to 
him. We delude ourselves when we demand 
things that lie outside of our daily life and 


activity.”’ 


DISCUSS RAILWAY TAX CHANGE

A CASE OF UNJUST TAXATION. 

The capital stock of manufacturing cor- 
porations has.long been exempt from taxa- 
tion in this state. At the time the exemption 
was made there were few, if any, mercantile 
corporations in the state, and hence they 
‘were not included with manufacturing cor- 


*-porations. © Although not exempt by law, 


there was no assessing of the capital stock 
of mercantile corporations until last year, 
when the state board of equalization made 
a few assessments of this kind. It was quite 
within the law in doing so, although its ac- 
tion was without precedent. | 

A bill has been introduced in the legisla- 
ture to put mercantile corporations on the 


same footing with manufacturing corpora- | 


tions, and it ought te be in force before the 
next meeting of the state board of equaliza~ 
tion, . Then the mercantile houses, which 
for the sake of convenience have been in-. 
corporated, will be assessed and taxed on 
the real dnd personal property owned by 
them, precisely as unincorporated compet- 
itors in business are assessed and taxed.” If 
the capital stock of a mercantile corporation 
is worth more than its properties are the 
-excess value represents the good will of the 
concern. But unincorporated as well as eor- 
porate concerns have good will. In one.case 
the law exempts the good will from taxation. 
In the other the law holds it taxable. Good, 
will’ should not be taxed at all, but if it is 
there should be uniformity. The other day 
the good will of a private.real estate concern 
‘in New York City was sold for about $40,- 
If the dealer were a resident of Chi- 
cago the good will would not betaxable. Lf 
he were tuo incorporate his business it would . 
be, although the business would be no more 
valuable in one case than in the other. 
The law ue it stands is irrational and un- 
just, and should ‘be changed. The taxation 
of the capital stock of a.public service cor- 
poration, where its value by reason of the 
ownership of exclusive privileges exceeds 
that of its tangible property, is ‘tegitima te. 
The mercantile corporation enjoys no exclu- 
sive privileges and should not be subjected 
to unfair taxation.

‘v. Now came the moral downfall of the 

evproducers. Miss Tarbell does not say, or 
imply, that it was a moral downfall. But. 
what else was it?. The producers organized 
a Petroleum Producers’ association. They 
combined.. In violation of the principles of 
individualism, they combined. In violation 
of the eleventh commandment, “ Thou shalt 
compete,” they combined. And not only 
did they combine. They also restricted out- 
puth How was Miss Tarbell able to pass 
this by without at least a slight contraction 
of the brows? The Petroleum Producers’ 
association agreed that for thirty days no 

oil should be pumped and that for six months 
no pew wells should be drilled. It was hoped 
that in this way “the oil supply would be 
restricted and prices would be raised. Can 

anybody who disapproves of interference 
with “natural economic laws” and recoils 
from the moral turpitude implied in “ re- 
straint of trade” fail to regard such con- 
duct with both ethical and commercial 
morror? 

But as we must give the devil his due so 
we must give persons who fight the devil” 
with fire their due also. There was one thing 
to which the Petroleum Producers’ associa- 
tion would not stoop. It would not counte- 
nance “ codperation with transportation.” 
Codperation with transportation was the 
phrase used by Mr. Rockefeller's associates 
as a dilution of the concentrated infamy. 
of the brusque word “ rebates.” The Pro- 
ducers’ association did not want to have 
anything to do ~ith rebates. 

Thi world insists, however, as is hinted 
in scripture, on bringing the just and the 
unjust together. The “ Treaty of Titus- 
ville ” reconciled the producers and refiners.

‘from the Producers’ association. The Pro- 
ducers’ association was to sell only to the 
Refiners’ association.

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If NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Mme. ESS Recital. 

Managerial enterprise—not to call it greed 
—may be decidedly loath to put a mit on the 
size of an audience, especially when the 
ticket buyers are in line at the box office, but 
that there is an ordinance designed to pre- 
. Vent the overcrowding of places.of amuse- 
ment should not be forgotten by those hav- 
ing charge of our halls and our entertain- 
ments. It is true that not often is the pro- 
moter of a concert or a recital afforded any 
grounds for worrying about the room being 
overfilled—he usuejly is subject for congratu- 
lation if he gets enough listeners together.to 
make a respectable showing—but whenever 
it does happen -that a crowd fs attracted, it 
would be well for all concerned to consider 
carefully before disregarding the rules of 
the ordinance referred to above. 

At Music hall yesterday afternoon the 
actual letter of the law may not have been 
violated, but the spirit certainly was, and 
over 1,600 persons were in actual danger for 
nearly two hours, merely because the rules 
and regulations relative. to’ the crowding of 
places of amusements were not heeded. It is 
all well enough to say that the violating does 
not matter. so long as nothing untoward oc- 
curred—good fortune alone is responsible 
for the outcome—but the danger was there 
none the less, and neither the managers of 
the hall nor the manager of the concert has 
the right to place patrons in such danger. 
Music hall has a seating capacity of less 
than 1,100. : 


Yesterday etterneon’ over 1, 600 persons 
were packed into it. Chairs were placed 
as closely as possible on the stage, a row of 
standing listeners was along the side aisles, 
the spaces back of the seats at the rear of 
the hall and in the gallery were filled, and 
people were allowed to stand and sit on the 
stairways. Had by any chance and fron 
any cause a panic started at any time dur- 
ing the recital nothing could have prevented 
a catastrophe. To have got quickly out of 
the hall, with its inadequate exits,’ would 
have been for at least two-thirds of the 
audience absolutely impossible. As it was, 
when the recital was ended the house was not 
cleared for nearly fifteen minutes. People 
were jammed and packed into the aisles, and 
the crush at the one doorway was appalling. 
Not only the safety but the comfort of the 
patrons of the Music hall should prompt the 
avoiding of any recurrence of these condi- 
tions. The ventilation of the hall is insuffi- 
cient enough to make presence in the room 
not a thing of joy even when the audience is 
of only moderate size, but when such over- 
crowding as was permitted yesterday is en- 
countered breathing becomesa labor. Sure- 
ly Chicago's need of a hali of reasonable pro- 
portions has never been more forcibly 
brought home.
